To Furnish Fall-out

Shelters can save you! 

So said Rep. Chet Holi- 
field, Chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Atomic En- 
ergy, at a special college 
press conference in Los An- 
geles this week. 

Holifield, said that 90 
per cent of the population 


Radio Free Europe S peaks 


“Do you know?” This is the slogan that the voice of 
America is broadcasting behind the Iron Curtain. They 
are making an attempt, despite the Communist efforts to 
block the broadcast, to inform the uninformed Asian 
and European world of the dangers of radioactive fall- 


out. 


“It is believed by the free world that the Russian 
peoples are not even aware that there are bombs of such 
magnitude as the latest 50 megaton atomic weapon, being 
discharged over Russia.’”’ says Radio Free Europe. 

It is not surprising that the Communists would keep 
this-away from their peoples; for the dangers are great 
in the world, and therefore many times more severe for 
the people who live in Russia. 

But, if we turn the calendar back to 1959 when 
France was trying to obtain the approval of the Morrocan 
people to use the Sierra for their atomic test, we find that 
the communist influences in that country were ‘“‘jolly- 
on-the-spot” to report to the Morrocans about the dangers 


of fallout. 


This all proves that communists know the severe 
dangers of fallout, but would sacrifice world safety, as 
well as the safety of their own people for mere propa- 


ganda purposes. 


They have given us another vaiuable lesson in how 
important it is to be a free self-ruling nation. 


Never would our nation supress its own people to

Government Study 


Holifield based his estimate on 
a recent study conducted by the 
U.S. Government to’ ascertain 
the amount of destruction the U. 
S. could expect from a nuclear 
war. 

Without the protection of 
shelters, Holifield estimated that 


as many as 5 million would die 
and 20 million would be injured. 


Shelters Reduce Number 


This grim figure. could be re- 
duced to 2 to 8 million dead and 
injured if the U.S. had adequate 
public shelters, stated Holifield. 

Skeptical of the upsurge in the 
construction of home shelters, 
Holifield believes that it is the 
duty of the federal government 
to “protect the citizens of the 
U.S. against atomic attack”’. 

No Anti-Missile Missiles 


Holifield, pointed out that at 
the moment there was no defense 
against ballistic missiles other 
than seeking shelter. He added 
that at ths time the U.S. has no 
anti-missile missiles that they 
were still in the drawing board 
stage. 

A shelter only three feet un- 
derground would offer almost 
complete protection says Holi- 
field, protecting as much as 90 
per cent of the population from 
death or injury. 


Shelter Support 


In addition to Holifield other 
authorities on nuclear warfare 
came out this week in support of 
a shelter program. 

Scientists such as the celebrat- 
ed Dr. Edward Teller urged the 
U.S. to “get started with some 
kind of program and don’t stop.” 


Community Effort 


Teller concurs with Holifield 
saying, “I think the shelter pro- 
gram must be a community ef- 
‘ort. It must protect the bulk of 
the people. It does no good to 
have only one or two family shel- , 
ters in a whole block of homes.” 

Herman Kahn, author of a 
book on “Thermo-Nuclear War’ 
came out favoring a “billion dol- 
lar federal program” for Civil 
Defense.

Number 1. 


“Congress shall make no law respecting an es- 
tablishment of religion, or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof; or abridging the freedom of speech, or 
of the press; or the right of the people peaceably to 
assemble, and to petition the Government for a re- 
dress of grievances.”
